His automobile leaving the high­ 
way near Thurm ont on a curve and 
striking a tree, Kenneth Donaldson 
23-year-old larm er of O rrtanna was 
instantly killed at I 30 o'clock this 
morning 
while a 
companion es­ 
caped with 
only 
minor injuries 
D eath was caused 
by a fractured 
neck Dr Morris Bierly, T hurm ont 
coroner s physician, stated after an 
exam ination of the body early to ­ 
day. 
Donaldson 
and his 
companion 
W illiam 
Fitzgerald. 
Emmitsburg 
were In a light roadster owned by 
Donaldson, 
who is 
also said 
by 
Fitzgerald to have been operating 
the automobile when the accident 
occurred 
Tliey were on 
the road 
from 
Sabillasville 
M aryland, 
to 
Thurm ont, when the accident took 
place on a sharp curve on the out­ 
skirts of the latter place 
Thrown From Car 
Both men were thrown from the 
car, Donaldson's body landing 
on 
the right side of the vehicle, with 
his head resting against th e ru n ­ 
ning board 
There were no outward 
signs of the injury which caused 
his death, 
his body showing 
few 
bruises and no cuts, according 
to 
the Frederick county investigators. 
Fitzgerald, 
who was 
dazed and 
cut. was taken to Emmitsburg by 
passing 
motorists, where he 
was 
given treatm ent at a physician’s of­ 
fice 
He was 
able to be 
up and 
about todav. although he was re­ 
ported to be still suffering severely 
from shock 
Members of 
Fitzgeralds family 
went to O rrtanna early today and 
notified 
Prank 
Donaldson, the 
brother with whom the dead man 
lived, 
of 
hts 
death 
The 
bodv 
which had been removed to a fu­ 
neral establishm ent 
in Thurm ont 
was brought to Gettysburg by H B 
Bender and Son for burial 
According to

T hurm ont Sunday after­ 
noon and evening and it was not 
known where he and Fitzgerald were

attem pted to enlist in the Union 
army, but was rejected because of 
his youth. 
On the evening of July 2. he went 
to Harrisburg where he enlisted in 
the Union army and 
served until 
the end of the war 
But Mr Shuey 
did not return to the academy. 
Mr Shuey is still known for his 
good health. 
Three 
years 
ago a 
move was launched to have a sen­ 
ate cham lier remodeled to provide 
better light and ventilation. 
Much 
medical testimony was m arshaled to 
show th at the lack of sun-light and 
fresit air was 
dangerous to 
sena­ 
torial health 
It all sounded 
most 
convincing 
until a senator dram atically pointed 
out the excellent health of the vet­ 
eran reporter after 60 years of sen­ 
ate service 
The remodeling plan 
was dropjted 
A veritable encyclopedia 
of 
in ­ 
formation. Mr Shuey is often called 
upon by historians or 
by 
senators 
writing their memoirs to supply in­ 
formation available now here else 
From the fortieth congress to the 
seventy-secocd he has noted little 
change in the senate as a delibera­ 
tive body. 
To him the standard of 
ability and oratory is as high as in 
his younger days when the words of 
such men as Charles Sumner, Oliver 
Morton and Roscoe Conkling filled 
his shorthand pads

HURT HUNTING 
NEAR MT. HOLLY 


Hunter Whos e Shot 
Was Responsible 
Aids In Giving 
First Aid And 
Disappears. 


DEATH OCCURS 
ON SUNDAY 


H arry Sherm an 
Cook. 19 
years 
old. son of Mr and Mis Harry D. 
Cook of Colonial Park, a suburb of 
Harrisburg, 
was iataily 
wounded 
while hunting in the South m oun­ 
tains near Mt Holly Springs. Cum ­ 
berland county. Saturday afternoon. 
He died of his wounds in the C ar­

The hunter who fired the fatal 
shot has not been identified,

of deaths due to carbon monoxide 
poisoning. 
The most common sources of this 
poison are tho automobile and il­ 
lum inating gas. 
Carbon monoxide is a colorless, 
tasteless 
and 
practically 
odorless 
gas. 
The rescue crews of the bureau 
of mines, when entering a region 
in which it is suspected th a t there 
may be carbon monoxide, carry with 
them canary birds. 
Small ^animals such as birds atvd 
mice have a relatively large re­ 
spiratory exchange and are more 
quickly affected by the gas than 
arc men. 
By the exercise of some little 
caution and ordinary “horse sense 
the vast m ajority of accidental car­ 
bon monoxide poisonings could be 
avoided. 
Thus, one should never start an 
automobile motor in a small garage 
when the doors are closed.

The wish to see tile battle may be 
the father of the thought, inspired 
bv mid-western enthusiasts, but it 
would be one of the great events of 
the year to arrange a return match 
for chanty between Notre Dame

of the campaign undefeated 
At a $5 and $10 scale, such as
